A short time ago Commissioner 
Sparks decided that married women 
had no right to enter lind under 
the Timber Act. The Secretary ot 
‘the Interior took the matter under 
consideration, aud, according to 
the following Washington tele- 
gram just received, he reverses the 
decision: 


Acting Secretary Muldrow, of the 
Interior Department, has just rendered 
a decision, according to married 
women the right to enter and pur- 
chase timber and stone lands under 
the law voverning the sale of such 
lands in theStates of Mississippi, Lou- 
isiana, California, Nevada, Oregon and 
Washington Territory. This law al- 
lows the sale of lan:is expressly un- 
fitted for a gricultural purpo es at the 
minimum price of $2 50 per acre, in 
tracts not to exceed 160 acres, to ahy 
one person or association. The Com- 
missioner of the.Goneral Land Office, 
in the case of Isabella F. Duryea, ir- 
voiving an entry of lacd in Hum- 
boldt District, California, decided that 
- the law did not contempla:e married 
Wemen a3 separate from their hus- 
bands ia such entries, and that but 
one entry by the head of a family 
could be allowed. The Secretary re- 
verses this decision, and allows mar- 
ried women to make an entry, on the 
ground that she acts as a /emme-sole 
in making the purchase. About 40 
cases governed by the ruling laid 
down in this case are now pending io 
the General Land Office. 3 


TheManhbattan Mining Company, 
of Austin, conceived the idea re- 
cently of paying its meff in silver 
certificates.

In accordance with your request I have 
made examinations of three samples of 
water furnished by you, with spec. al ref- 
erence to such impurities as would ren- 
der it unfit for dOmestic use, and beg

Sample No, 1 was taken from the river 
about ten miles above town, at the point 
where the Highland ditch takes itsupply; 
sample No 2 was taken from the main 
res- rvoir, four teet from the surface, near 
where the water used in the town is 
taken; sample No, 8 was taken from the

The ammonia found indicates the pro- 
portion of contamination from animal 
sources, such as sewage, decomposing 
animal matter, etc.,and in Nos, land 3 
is in as smal proportion as can be ex- 
pected in a stream which flows through 
a8 many towns as the Truckee; while in 
No. 2 it is in three times the quantity as 
in the ethers, ahd above the limit of 
safety—fixed by most authorities at .08 to 
.12 parts free ammonia, and .18 to .20 parts 
albumenoid ammonia per million of 
water. 

The second table shows the results ob- 
tained from carefal evaporation of the 
water; drying and ignition of the residue 
in platinum crucibles,and proves that 
the water of the Truckee is as m 
deleterious matters, prejudicial to health, 
as . sme supplied to almost any city of the 
‘nion. 

Impurities resulting from sawdust in 
the river would be shown in the table 
under the head of “organic solids,’ but 
the results obtained show that the 
amount of such matter is very small; 
much less, indeed, than is contained in 
many natural sprihgs, some of which 
carry five grains or more of organic mat- 
ter to the gallon just where they bubble

parts of distilled water.” 

These various results show: 

First—That the water supplied to the 
town through the main reservoir is not 
sufficiently pure to be used for domestic 
purposes with safety. 

secondly—That tne water in the river 
is reasonably pure and wholesome, and 
Thirdly—That the water supplied to the 
town receives the greater part of its im- 
purities in the main reservoir and its ap- 
proaches, 

As applicable to the sawdust question, I 
quote the following extraci from an ar- 
ticle on water by Professor 8. P. Sadtler, 
Ph. D,, Professor of Chemistry in the 
University of Pennsylvania, etc., ete.: 
“Organic matter may be derived from a 


‘vegetable source, such as leaf mould, and 


the decomposition products of wood, in 
whicn case it is practically harmless, or it 
may be derived from animal sources, in 
which case it almost always causes a 
serious impurity.”
